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Librarians as Guardians of Local 


Historical Material 


VERY region rich in historical tradition is filled with buried treasure which should 
be brought into its local libraries for permanent preservation. Plantation homes are 
often the repositories of priceless manuscripts in the form of letters, diaries or account 


books. Pioneer fathers and mothers treasured and passed on such records or files of 
Newspapers, invaluable and possibly unique. Too often a later generation fails to ap- 
preciate properly the value of such a collection. Wandering collectors come in and cart 
"away quantities of such material, alleging as a good purpose that a fireproof building 
has been elsewhere provided for its safekeeping. As a result the student of history may 
find that he must go to a distant state to study the records of his own community. 
Librarians need to be on guard against the aggrandizement of ambitious outside institu- 
tions. A certain seaboard university library is regularly sending into Louisiana a paid 
fepresentative who pleads his cause with old residents in an effort to induce them to 
send away their manuscript treasures. There are a sufficient number of fireproof libraries 
within the state to take care of all its manuscripts and rare books. The solicitous library 
bookhunter should confine his activities to his own immediate locality or, if he comes 
here, work in cooperation with local librarians.

Project in Loutstana

HE Federal Writers’ Project is a part of 

the Government’s great plan to provide 
work for unemployed writers, research 
workers, librarians, draftsmen, and clerical 
workers. It was a hard matter for the Na- 
tional Director to plan a work great enough 
to employ a large number of writers usefully 
and to plan that their finished work would 
be of real value and benefit to the commun- 
ity; and so it was decided that a series of 
guide books be written, guide books cover- 
ing every state in the Union, each prepared 
according to an individual pattern, but all 
following the same general scheme. No such 
task has ever been undertaken before in the 
United States. There have been guide books, 
of course, but only for certain localities 
Many states presented a virgin field. In Lou- 
isiana, for example, there have been numer- 
ous guide books to New Orleans, but there 
has never been an attempt to write a com- 
plete guide to the entire state. 


The work of the Federal Writers’ Project 
in Louisiana began on October 15, 1935. 
From the central office in New Orleans, 
district offices were set up in Alexandria, 
Baton Rouge, Gretna, Lafayette, Lake 
Charles, Monroe, and Shreveport. The Gret- 
na office was soon combined with New Or- 
leans, but the other district offices remained 
in operation for more than a year, after 
which time, due to a reduction in quota and 
also to the fact that most of the material 
for the Louisiana Guide had been gathered, 
all of the district offices were disbanded. The 
New Orleans office alone continued operat- 
ing. In June 1938, an office was again 
opened in Baton Rouge. 

The New Orleans City Guide, a volume 
of 430 pages, was published on March 1, 
1938 by Houghton Mifflin Company of Bos- 
ton. The volume has received extremely fav- 
orable reviews throughout the country. 





The Louisiana Guide, which will be sim- 
ilar to the New Orleans guide in format will 
likewise be published by Houghton Mifflin 
Company in the near future. The guide will 
be sponsored by Gov. Richard W. Leche, 
who is also head of the Board of Directors 
of Louisiana State University. The guide 
will consist of three principal sections: a pre- 
liminary section of general essays on history, 
architecture, folklore, music, etc.; a section 
devoted to individual descriptions and tours 
of the principal towns and cities of the state; 
and a section devoted to tours which cover, 
mile by mile, the highways and byways of 
Louisiana. In order to insure accuracy, the 
material first gathered and written up by the 
district projects was edited in the New Or 
leans office, and checked in the field by 
workers from the New Orleans office in con- 
junction with workers in the district offices. 
The material was again reedited and a final 
mile by mile check of the entire state made 
by the supervisor of the New Orleans pro 
ject and one of the workers. The volume 
will be well illustrated with photographs, 
sketches, and maps. 


Almost since the beginning of the project 
in Louisiana individual workers have de 
voted part of their time to collecting the 
folklore of Louisiana. The voluminous files 
are being reworked into a volume of Lov 
isiana folklore, which promises to be one of 
nation-wide interest. 


Twelve of the workers on the Federal 
Writers’ Project are negroes, who are comr 
piling a history of the Negro in Louisiana, 
an exhaustive work on this subject. With 
the aid of a volunteer supervisor, they work 
out of Dillard University and have bees 
compiling material for more than two yeats 
This book is not complete and much & 
writing must be done. Inasmuch as there 
has never been a similar project employing

negroes in Louisiana, this is somewhat ex- 
perimental, but the State Director is certain 
that the result will be worthwhile. 

The Louisiana Writers’ Project has also 
compiled a mammoth bibliography of writ- 
ings on Louisiana. This includes books, 
pamphlets, magazines, and newspapers. 

Other workers have made a card catalog 
of the publications of the Louisiana Histori- 
cal Society, and are now in a process of in- 
dexing the complete file of DeBow’s Review. 
For some time a number of workers have 
been going carefully through the files of all 
Louisiana newspapers available and listing 
every article of local interest. As fast as pos- 
sible these articles are being copied. Some of 
this material will be included in the publi- 
cations already mentioned, but there will be 
a vast amount of material for future publi- 
cations. 

At present the State Director is consider- 
ing writing two small books to be published 
by the City of New Orleans and distributed 
free of charge by the city. One of these is 
a short and concise description of the city 
itself, enumerating the important points of 


interest. This the Mayor wishes to have avail- 
able so that it may be mailed to those who 
write asking for information concerning 
New Orleans. He has also required that a 
small bulletin concerning the City Hall itself 
be prepared, a booklet describing its archi- 
tecture, its furniture, and its collection of 
paintings. Work will begin on these very 
scon. It is the purpose of the Mayor to use 
royalties which the city derives from the 
sale of the New Orleans City Guide, which 
was sponsored by Mayor Maestri, acting for 
the City of New Orleans, for the publication 
of these free booklets. 

Henry G. Alsberg is National Director of 
the Federal Writers’ Project in Washington, 
Lyle Saxon is State Director for Louisiana, 
Edward P. Dreyer is Assistant State Director 
and Darvey Wixon is Supervisor of the New 
Orleans office in the Canal Bank Building.

Louisiana Library (Commission 


ITH an increase in its appropriation, 

the Library Commission is planning 
a very busy and full year, according to Miss 
Essae M. Culver, Executive Secretary of the 
commission. The Louisiana Legislature has 
set aside $100,000 a year for the Commission. 
Of this amount $25,000 is for the continua- 
tion of the Tri-Parish Library, $25,000 for 
one new demonstration, and $50,000 for use 
in improving services in the Commission li- 


A new department has been set up in the 
Commission to make preparations for the 
new demonstration, and the Regional and 
County department is under the direction of 
Miss Mary Harris, who conducted the tri- 
Parish library demonstration in Winn, Grant, 





and Jackson parishes last year. In charge of 
processing the new books is Miss Edith Rigs- 
by, who was formerly at Webster Parish 
Library, and who has been replaced there 
by Miss Annie Elizabeth Giddens. Other 
members of the new department include 
Miss Neville Reid (L. S. U. 38), Miss Elvira 
Beltramo (L. S. U., °38), and Mrs. Katie 
Mae Parker. 


Selection of the parishes to participate in 
the new demonstration is scheduled for the 
latter part of September, and applications 
from interested areas will be carefully con- 
sidered. There has been a vast amount of in- 
terest in the new project, and letters have 
been received from every corner of the state. 
Organized groups from Beauregard, Cal- 
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casieu, Lincoln, Natchitoches, and other par- 
ishes have applied for libraries in their re- 
gions. 

Factors which will help determine the se- 
lection will be cooperation in the area in 
establishing the library under the provisions 
of locations and equipment for the head- 
quarters and branch libraries. 

On June 27 the Tri-Parish Library cele- 
brated its first birthday, the feature of the 
celebration being the awarding of reading 
certificates to those adults who had read the 
required number of books during the past 
year. Mr. J. O. Modisette, Chairman of the 
Library Commission, spoke, and Miss Culver 
presented the certificates. 

There have been a few staff changes in 
the Tri-Parish Library. Since Miss Harris 
left to become Director of the Parish and 
Regional department, with offices in the State 
Capitol, Miss Bess Vaughn has taken over 
the position of librarian of the Tri-Parish 
Library. Miss Elizabeth Cammack, who was 
librarian of Colfax Branch Library, is now 
an assistant in headquarters, and Miss Iva 
Wellman (L. S. U. ’38) is in Colfax. 

The Citizens’ Library Movement is still 
very much alive, and more will be heard of 


it during the coming winter. With a mem- 
bership of well over 300,000 this organiza- 
tion plays a very important role in the library 
program of Louisiana. The increased appro- 
priation granted by the Legislature to the 


commission came about, Miss Culver be- 
lieves, largely because of the support of the 
Citizens’ Library Movement. It is interesting 
to note that the organization is especially 
active in Natchitoches and Lincoln, and the 
leading groups in these parishes have written 
the Library Commission concerning the new 
demonstration for their parishes. 

In addition to conducting one more demon- 
stration and continuing the tri-parish library, 
the Commission is planning to spend a large 
share of the increased funds in building up 
a collection of books to be used with the 
adult education students throughout the 
state. Meeting the needs of hundreds of 
citizens who enrolled in these classes, and 
those who are just learning to read and 
write, is one of the big problems of the Com- 
mission, Miss Culver says, and everything 
that can be done with present resources to 
aid in the furthering of education through 
reading will be done. 





The Song of the Library Staff

[Conversation with some members of the 
younger generation of librarians has brought 
out the fact that many do not know the 
famous Song of the Library Staff. Appli- 
cable to libraries of today as to those of 
tomorrow, as much appreciated now as the 
day on which the poem was written thirty- 
two years ago, this classic deserves a place 
in the memory of every librarian. Written 
for the occasion, the poem was first read 
by Mr. Foss at a Sunday evening gathering 
in the Ball Room of the Mathewson House 
at Narragansett Pier on July 1, 1906. It 


would seem the A. L. A. meetings of those 
days were radically different from those with 
which we are familiar. At this gathering 
“an informal session was held, devoted 
singing, authors’ readings and stereopticon 
views.” Mr. Foss, then librarian of the 
Somerville, Mass. Public Library, contributed 
several poems, and among them, The Song 
of the Library Staff. Permission to reprint 
this poem has been graciously granted by 
Lothrop, Lee and Shepherd, the publishers, 
through the good offices of Miss Patty Foss, 
a daughter of the author. ]

Public Librartes 


ALEXANDRIA PUBLIC LIBRARY 

During the summer vacation period an 
increased use of books was made by both 
adult and juvenile patrons of the Alexandria 
Public Library. A larger attendance in the 
reading room was also noted. The children, 
especially, found their library a_ pleasant 
place in which to read and rest. 

Service was given the students and teach- 
ers who attended a ten week summer school 


for colored people. 


HOMER PUBLIC LIBRARY 

The Homer Public Library had a circu- 
lation of 6,027 books for the first six months 
of the year, an increase of approximately 
1,000 books circulated over the same period 
of last year. Miss Lily Kinabrew, Librarian, 
reports that during June 1,120 books were 
circulated. 

The Library is open only on Wednesday 
morning, and Saturday from 8:00 A.M. to 
4:00 P.M. New books are added quarterly. 

An activity for the summer months was 
a story hour for children each Saturday 
morning, from 9:00-10:00 with a good at- 
tendance, and a showing of much enthusi- 
asm by the children. 


LAKE CHARLES PUBLIC LIBRARY 
The Lake Charles Library suffered a 
great loss this summer in the death of Mr. 
R. Leake. The library had in Mr. Leake a 
valuable director and treasurer, one who 
had the interest of the local readers at heart. 
He will be greatly missed by the Library 
Board. 
100 new titles were added to the Chil- 
dren’s department this summer. 





NEW ORLEANS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Mr. John Hall Jacobs took over the duties 
of librarian of the New Orleans Public Li- 
brary on July 15th. A reception was given 
in his honor on the night of July 15th in 
the library auditorium under the direction 
of Mrs. Ethel Fisher. Librarians of the var- 
ious libraries in the city, and many promi- 
nent citizens took part in the program, 
added their words of welcome and offers of 
support and cooperation. 

The Ninth Ward will have a branch of 
the New Orleans Public Library system. The 
city is providing the building. It will be 
opened some time in 1939, but the work 
will probably start later this year. 
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NEW ORLEANS PUBLIC LIBRARY 

A special collection of books which will 
be of particular interest to young adults is 
being made in a corner of the Circulation 
Department. The purpose of this collection 
is to make it easier for young people who 
have recently transferred from the Children’s 
Department to select suitable books which 
they will enjoy reading. 

Mimeographed lists have been prepared 
for distribution on a number of subjects in- 
cluding sports, hobbies, poetry, plays, ad- 
venture, animals and exploration, and books 
for girls. Titles on these lists were taken 
from the young adult collection, the adult 
circulation collection, and from books for 
older boys and girls which are in the Chil- 
dren’s Room. 





During the painting of the walls of the 
Children’s Room the department was tempo- 
rarily moved across the hall to the News- 
paper Room, which was moved into the li- 
brary auditorium. The work of cleaning and 
painting the Main Library has now been 
completed and all of the departments have 
been moved back to their correct locations. 

In the moving, the Braille Department 
underwent some physical changes, particu- 
larly in the shelf arrangement for Talking 
Book Records. 





The Royal Branch has been steam cleaned 
on the outside and the work of repairing and 
painting the inside is nearly finished. This 
work is being done by the City Administra- 
tion. All of the six branches will be cleaned, 
repaired and painted. This is a big under- 
taking, and a much needed one. 





In August the Reference Department 
made a survey of the comparative popularity 
of the magazines to which we subscribe. 
The picture magazines: Life, etc. won by 
many lengths. 





Story Hour programs will be resumed 
shortly at the Main Library, in the Children’s 
Room, and at each branch. 


The first Story Hour will be held at the 
Main Library on Saturday morning October 
Ist at 11:00 A.M. Each of the branch li- 
braries will have a program once a month. 
Story hours will continue through the month 
of May. 

In connection with the story hour there 
will be special displays of books which will 
supplement the stories told and increase in- 
terest in them. 

This year the theme is: “Around the 
world in stories”. The stories will be told 
by Mrs Mary Smith. 





Through the Schools Division of the 
New Orleans Public Library, collections of 
books for supplementary and recreational 
reading will be available again this year. 

In addition to special classroom collec- 
tions teachers will be furnished with illus- 
trative materials, book lists and reference 
aid. 

The Children’s Theatre, sponsored by 
the New Orleans Better Films Chapter, will 
open this Fall in the Library auditorium on 
October Ist. The program for the year is 
“A world cruise through books and motion 
pictures.” Child a will be given illustrated 
passports on which they will write the names 
of the countries which they will visit through 
films and a list of the books read about the 
countries visited. Special honors will be 
given to passengers who complete the tour. 
Members of the library staff will give brief 
reviews of childrens books which are re- 
lated to the subject of the films. 

Miss Helen M. Hart, Miss Anita McGin- 
ity and Miss Ruth Renaud attended the A. 
L. A. conference in Kansas City in June. 





Miss Margaret Sommers, Catalog De- 
partment, was married to Mr. George Klu- 
chin on July 27th. We are glad that she 
has decided to continue working at the Li- 
brary. 





Miss Isabelle Hirn of the Nix Branch is 
taking the Library Science course at Louisi- 
ana State University. Her place at the 
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branch has been taken by Miss Marie Louise 
Goodwin, an L. S. U. 1938 graduate, who 
was sent from the Main Library Circulation 
Department. Miss Jeanne Brun has been 
transferred from the Catalog Department to 
the Circulation Department to take Miss 
Goodwin’s place. 

SHREVE MEMORIAL LIBRARY 

The staff of Shreve Memorial Library 
has settled down once again for some in- 
tensive work this fall, after a summer of 
shifting in all departments to take care of 
vacation time and leave of absence. Miss 
Virginia Walker of the Parish Department 
has returned from a two months trip visit- 
ing the European countries. The Reference 
Department has Miss Mary Frances Smith 
back after spending the summer in Library 
School at L. S. U. 

BUILDING PROGRAM AT 
SHREVEPORT 

The important news event for the sum- 
mer of 1938 is the P. W. A. grant of $47,500 
for the enlargement, renovation, and purchase 
of new equipment for Shreve Memorial Li- 
brary. Two new wings will be added to the 


building and equipped. Other parts of the 
library will be remodeled. The plans are 
being completed and work will begin in late 
fall. 

Not only will the Main Library be im- 
proved, but this summer has brought several 
renovations in the branch libraries. Forbing 
Branch, an attractive log cabin with large 
fireplace, received a new roof. The City 
Branch in Cedar Grove and the Parish 
Branch at Blanchard have been refloored in 
linoleum and given some new furniture. 





LA GUARDIA DISPLAY AT SHREVE 

The visit to Shreveport in September of 
the Honorable F. H. La Guardia, Mayor of 
New York City, was the occasion for a dis- 
play at Shreve Memorial Library during that 
period. Using as a basis the pamphlet en- 
titled “An invitation to read”, which is a list 
of titles recommended by the Mayor’s com- 
mittee for the selection of suitable books for 
children in the courts, the display was placed 
in the Adult Department and in the Juvenile 
Department. Because of its timely interest, 
the newspapers gave much space to it, as well 
as to the National Federation of Young Men’s 
Clubs, which sponsored his visit. 





School Libraries 


OW that school bells are ringing again 

and librarians are returning from a va- 
cation spent in study, travel, or work, it is 
evident that the summer has brought about 
many changes.

The work of checking book orders 
amounting to $300,000 has been completed 
in the State Department of Education this 
summer, and the orders turned over to the 
publishers. The State Depository, Thos. J. 
Moran’s Sons, expects to begin shipments to 
the schools in November. 

About 55,000 of the books will be fur- 
nished to the schools presewed in buckram 
bindings. This is the first time that such an 
arrangement has been made, and librarians 
are interested in the outcome of the experi- 
ment, sure that it will result in greater econ- 
omy to the state and greater attractiveness 
to the school libraries. 





Members of the Louisiana Library Asso- 
ciation were saddened recently by the death 
of Bonnie Belle Field, librarian of the Baton 
Rouge Junior High School, which occurred 
September 3 in New Orleans after an illness 
of several months. 


A graduate of the Carnegie Library 
School in Pittsburgh, Miss Field had served 
as children’s librarian in the Tyrrell Public 
Library of Beaumont, Texas, as an assistant 
in the Enoch Pratt Library, Baltimore, and as 
librarian of the Lyon High School, Coving- 
ton, before coming to Baton Rouge. She had 
a wide circle of friends in the profession, and 


her charming personality will be greatly 
missed in library circles. 





An interesting study of school library su- 
pervision in the South has recently been com- 
pleted by Miss Mary Gaver of Virginia, who 
submitted it as her thesis required for an 
advanced degree in library science at Colum- 
bia University. A detailed and interesting 
study of the work of the school library super- 
visor is given as seen in the six Southern 
states where this service was available as the 
time of the study: Louisiana, Alabama, 
North Carolina, Virginia, Tennessee, and 
Kentucky. It is hoped that arrangements can 
be made to print Miss Gaver’s thesis.

Rare Book Notes 


on Howard Memorial Library has re- 
cently acquired, thanks to the coopera- 


tion of Mr. James J. A. Fortier, Director of 
the Louisiana State Museum, a copy of a 
very rare work dealing with Louisiana his- 
tory. This book, the memoirs of Pierre Cle- 
ment Laussat, the French commissioner sent 
in 1803 to receive Louisiana from the Spanish 
and almost immediately turn it over to the 
Americans, was written in the French lan- 
guage and published at Paris in 1831. The 
book is known as a great rarity. Dr. Frank 
Monaghan of Yale University, commenting 
on it a few years ago, said that there was 
no copy in either the British Museum or the 
Bibliotheque Nationale and that he knew of 
no copy in America. Fortunately there is 
a copy in New Orleans which is the property 
of Mr. André Lafargue and which was pre- 





sented to the owner by a descendant of Com- 
missioner Laussat. Mr. Lafargue permitted 
the photostatting of the book and four copies 
have been made. The volume consisting of 
635 pages, deals largely with the author's 
experiences in Louisiana. The copy of the 
book in the Howard Memorial Library will 
be translated into English by Works Pro- 
gress Administration workers, who are con- 
nected with the National Archives Project. 





A new acquisition of the Louisiana State 
University Library for its important Louisi- 
ana collection deserves special mention be- 
cause of its rarity. The book referred to was 
published anonymously in Paris and is en- 
titled: “Deux Memoires: le premier, sur la 
conservation des enfans, & une destination 
avantageuse des enfans trouvés. Le second, 
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sur les biens de L’Hopital S. Jacques, leur 
état actuel, & leur véritable destination”. 
(Paris. 1756. 1 L. 126 p. 16mo.) 


The first of the two memoirs is of partic- 
ular Louisiana interest because it is the de- 
scription of an ambitious scheme for sending 
foundlings from orphanages in France to 
Louisiana to help in the development of the 
colony. After stating the immensity of the 
problem of rearing these orphans, the book 
relates how at the age of 12 they are placed 
at useful tasks and trained for various occu- 
pations. Especially, would the girls be di- 
rected toward domestic service and work in 
hospitals and the boys toward agriculture. 

Chapter III, pp. 36-38, is entitled, “Ce que 
c'est que la Louisiane” (What is Louisiana? ) 
and is a glowing description of the young 
reads as follows: “Louisiana is a very vast 
colony.” Its opening sentence, in translation, 
“Country of the greatest fertility, equally 
suited to the productions of Europe and to 
those of America situated on the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, between New Spain (i. e. Mexico) and 
the English Colonies; from which it follows 
that all of the inhabitants of this country 
should be able to open a new trade route with 
the Spanish Indies both by land and by sea, 
an object even more important as it is the way 
by which comes all wealth ...” In describ- 
ing the various Louisiana products he states: 
“Pastures are of immense extent and very 
rich along the streams: thus this country is 
very suitable for raising live stock. There are 
numerous wild cattle, etc.” He goes on to 
describe the superiority of Louisiana for rais- 
ing silkworms, tobacco, rice and indigo. The 
only problem is the settlement of the coun- 
try, where man’s work is so bounteously re- 
compensed, is the peopling of the colony by a 
healthy and industrious group of colonists, 
fitted by training to develop its resources in 
the shortest possible time, thus adding to the 
power and wealth of France. 


The last part of this important book 
gives further details of this most ambitious 
plan and shows how France could profit 
much from its being adopted. It also demon- 
strates how governmental, economic and so- 
cial planning, as we know it in the so-called 





“New Deal”, is not exactly novel. Such an 
ambitious and hopeful scheme was seriously 
considered in the middle of the 18th century 
for France’s Louisiana colony is of great in- 
terest to all present-day students of Louisiana 
History. The reading of this book shows 
what a problem presented itself to the moth- 
er country when Louisiana was young and 
its possibilities were just being realized and 
studied.

now happily located at his plantation home 
near Hattiesburg, Miss., issues from time to 
time, catalogs of the book auctions held at his 
Book Farm. At his next sale, set for October 
17, to which he cordially invites all interested 
librarians, many unusual items of interest to 
collectors of Southern material are offered. 
Mr. Heartman who has had a long career 
as a conductor of book auctions reminisces 
interestingly in a recently published brochure 
“Twenty Five Years in the Auction Business 
and What Now?” Mr. Heartman for many 
years in Metuchen, New Jersey, has in his 
time been in contact with all the well known 
collectors and bibliophiles of America. One 
of the most famous of his sales was that 
of the collection of the late George Sargent 
at which A. Edward Newton and Barton 
Currie officiated as auctioneers. Such nation- 
ally known figures as Wilberforce Eames, W. 
C. Mason, Mitchell Kennerley, Lathrop Har- 
per and Clarence Brigham have been among 
the nfany of his friends. Mr. Heartman has 
many a fascinating story to tell of his rela- 
tions with the great masters of rare book 
knowledge. Scores of large libraries have 
been benefited through his sales in building 
up their collections. Coming down to more 
immediate times Mr. Heartman pays his re- 
spects to such great librarians as James Mc- 
Millen of Louisiana State University and 
heaps scorn upon “certain Louisiana pirates.” 
Mr. Heartman believes that the book auction 
business is on the up grade and is now in 


good hands.

the original Bulletin issued from Tulane Uni- 
versity under Mr. Helmer Webb’s direction 
consisted of vol. 1, nos.

The present Bulletin 
beginning with vol. 1, no. 1, Sept. 1937, has 
appeared quarterly. The confusion in volume 
numbering is a matter for regret.

Library has prepared the index to volume one 
which with title page is found in this bulletin 
on unnumbered pages.

Miss Culver, Secretary of the Louisiana 
Library Commission, reported a fine time 
at the School of Library Service at Columbia 
University, where she presented, for the third 
summer, the County and Regional library 
course. Students registered for the course 
from Michigan, Alabama, Ohio, Indiana, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, and 
Nova Scotia. 

A new course was given for the first time 
this year at Columbia on research methods 
and technique which dealt with the psychol- 
ogy of personnel adjustment by Dr. Alice 
Bryan. Nearly five hundred students were 
enrolled for the summer session.
